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1; During the period 8-26 January 1952, 70 trains of empty freight cars, 48-55 
cars per train, passed tlrirough Frankfurt on the Oder with destination given 
as Brest-Litovsk. Among them were 41 trains composed of boxcars, 27 composed 
of gondolas, and 2 composed of flatcars*^ 

2. In addition, two trains of empty passenger coaches were dispatched to Brest- 
Litovsk, one on 11 fenuary and one on 19 January. On 4 January a string of 
three or four free locomotives was sent eastward^ this was repeated on 10 and 
again on 11 January. 


Comment : Similar movements took place in January and February 1951. 
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
